FORTUNE AFTER FAILURE 


HOW PERSEVERANCE BROUGHT WEALTH 
TO THE FRASER RIVER MINERS. 


The Disastrous Expedition That Endedina 
Golden Harvest—A District Abandoned as 
Worthless That Afterwards Produced 
Over $40,000,000—Confederate Cruisers 
Ofiset by British Columbia Gold—A Coun- 
try That May Contain Golden Treasures. 


Having made a trip to the Fraser River 
country,’’ said Jobn B. Farish, the well- 
known mining expert, ‘‘Il read with great in- 
terest the account given ot his experiences in 
that region by Harry M. Snyder in the SUNDAY 
Post-DiIsPaTCH. Last summer I went over 
the ground which he speaks of and extended 
my trip far to the eastward, examining min- 
eral deposits inthatregion. I met many of 
the oid settlers who had been attracted to the 
country in 1858, and who told much the same 
stories of failure and disaster as that related 
by Capt. Snyder. | 

DARING PIONEERS. 

But one point was not brought out in the 
article emanating from him and that is the 
great success of those who, undiscouraged by 
the failure of 1858, remained in the country 
during 1859 and 1860, and pursued their search 
for gold. There never was any doubt that 
gold was to be found in the Fraser River, the 
only drawbacks to successful mining being the 
depth of the water in summer, the cold when 
the riverwas low and the small quantity of 
dust formed. 

When. the great majority of prospectors 
went back to California in 1858 and 1859, a few 
of the more enterprising spirits remained, and 
knowing that the gold found in the Fort Gale 


bars must come from somewhere, determined 
to trace it to its source. Above Fort Gale the 
river consists of a series of rapids, some sixty 
miles in extent, but beyond this it is again 
navigable. 

DISCOVERY OF THE QUENELLE. 

The prospectors worked their way up the 
river in 1889, washing as they went along. 
They found gold, although not in large quanti- 
ties until they came to the mouth of the Que- 
nelle, a tributary of the Fraser River, some 300 
miles above Fort Gale. Above this the Fraser 
River was barren, and it therefore was evident 
thatthe goid came from the Quenelle. The 
miners washed along this stream for sixty 
miles, and in the spring of 1860 were amply re- 
warded for all their- difficulties and dangers 
by discovering the famous Caribou 
washings. The richness of these placers 
almost turned the heads of old 
California miners. Immense sums were taken

INDIANA “WHITE CAPS.” 


A SECRET DISCIPLINARY ORGANIZATION 
WITH ABSOLUTE POWER. 


How Thieves and Worthless Characters Are 
Dealt With in Southern Indiana—Negroes 
Driven QOut—The Perfect Secrecy Which 
Is Maintained With Regard to Their 
Operations—The Warnings Given to Vic- 
tims—The Law Powerless to Combat 
Them. 


The sentencing ofthe Missouri Bald-Knob- 
bers in Southwest Missouri calis attention to 
another organization with somewhat similar 
organization in Indiana. This is made up ofa 
body of men called ‘‘White Caps,’’ who 
flourish in a number of counties in Southern 


Indiana. The objects of the two 
organizations differ somewhat. The 
object of the Bald-Knobbers was 


to drive out new settlers who came into the 
country, while that of the White Oaps is to 
see that no lazy, worthless, thieving people 
are allowed to remain in the country. 
Mr. L. E. Drake, the Southern traveling 
Pacific Railway at 
Louisville, was telling some friends to-day what 
he knew about the White Caps. It is a 
pecullar organization and has existed fora 
number of years in Southern Indians. It is 
based largely on the 

OLD KU-KLUX PLAN, 

and one of the first principles of the order 
1 to allow no negroes to stay in 
the territory ruled by it. While, therefore, 
there are thousands of negroes around the 
section of Indiana where the White Caps oper- 
ate, and thousands of them furthersouth in 
Kentucky, nota negro isto be found among 
the White Caps, and nota negro who knows 
anything about them could be induced to go 
where they are. . 
The negroes having been driven out ef 
their section of country, the White Caps act 
now as Vigilantes, exactly as the vigilantes act 
in the far West when such com- 
mittees exist. Their self-constituted mission 


is to discipline unruly and worthless members 
ofthe community. Their power is absolute 
because they are apparently merciless and 
their operations are conducted with perfect 
secrecy. Not aword is ever heard as to 
who constitute the band, norasto when and 
where they willstrike next. 
PERFECT SECRECY MAINTAINED. 

A man could go and live among the people 
who must constitute the ‘‘ White Caps, as the 
organization must be made upof local men, 
and not a word is ever beard as to the identity 
of anyone connected with them nor as to their 
operations. When a man is disciplined he 
says nothing for fear of his life and skips out. 
For the most part the action of the White 
Caps is net governed at all by motives of 
private dislike or prejudice, but for the public 
good. When a man proves himself to be 
worthless and won’t work; when he drinks to 
excess habitually and ill-treats his 
family, or if he is suspected to 
de a bad character or to bea thief, or Hf a 
woman comes under the same condemnation 
the man or the woman is sure to be visited by 
the White Caps, and if one does not heed the 
warning one will have cause to remember that 
he or she did not. 

HOW VICTIMS ARE WARNED. 
Warning is always given, and the method of 
giving itis peculiar. When a man has come 
under White Cap condemnation he will find 
some morning a little sprig or branch cut 
from atree lying on his doorstep. The sprig 
is large enough and it is placed with care 
enough to let the owner know that it was 
put there in some other way than 
the wind. This is the first warning and means 
zo at once. If the warning is not heeded and 
the man continues in his ways he is sent a 
note telling bim that he must leavethe coun- 
try at once by order of the White Caps and if 
this second warning is not heeded the time 
for action has arrived. 

The White Caps at some time and.place, no 
one apparently knows when or where, have 
arrangedtheir plans and meet at some ap- | 
pointed spot at a certain time masked so as 
not to be recognizable and armed and ready 
for business. They go to the home of the 
offender, take him out and give him 
— dame the lash being laid on with stron 
arms and in a way that leads the victim to wis 
he had never known SouthernIndiana. After 
the number of lashes agreed upon have been 
laid on the victim is released, under promise 
to leavethe country. If he still persists he 
will be found seme morning hanging 
to the limb of a tree. ling, however, is 
unnecessary as the whipping always accom.- 
plishes the object.

THEIR ABSOLUTE POWER. 
While the White Caps are at work, although 
it may be known when they will visit a town 
orthat they have warned a victim, they are 
never molested and no one knows 
anything about them. It has come 
to be recognized that it is 
not safe for worthless characters to fool 
around where the White Caps are. Even the 
law seems to be powerless to prevent 
their operations, as it is mpossi- 
ble to secure evidence. Either the 
people are restraincd by connection 
with the organization or by fear of it. No vie- 
tim of it would dare wait to testify in court, 
ashe would probably be unable to answer 
when he vas called. The public sentiment 
favorsit. Several attempts have been made 
to have the organization ught upin court, 
but without success. Until some great out- 
e occurs to arouse the people against them, 

as in Southwest Missouri, the organization 
will continue.

AND THE VIRGINIANS, 


4 -Gigantic Plan for the Agricultural Regen- 
eration of That State—Why the Tobacco 
Crop Has Deteriorated;and How It Can 
Be Renewed—Tobacceo in the Past, Pres- 
ent and Future—Cause of the Superiority 
of the Cuban Plant—How American To- 
bacco May Control the World’s Market. 


Richard Woodbridge of Staunton, Va., who 
has been stopping at the Laclede,in conversa- 
tion with a PostT-DISPATCH reporter, said: 
We have heard a great deal about Texas 
booms, Kansas booms and Colorado booms 
during the past year, put nothing about Vir- 
ginia. The fact is, however, that Virginia is 
on the eve of a boom which will be 
certainly as great, and fan more lasting, than 
those of the Western States. Every since the 
war Virginia has been dormant. Her manu- 
factories have been driven out of the field, 
her shipping hag-disappeared from the coast- 
ing trade, and her agricultural products have, 
if not diminished, at least remained station- 
ary, while other States have doubled and 
quadrupled their product. It is the 
fashion to ascribe these misfortunes 
to the effects of the war, and as 
regards manufactures and shipping this may 
be so, but the stagnation in agriculture is as- 
cribable to an entirely different cause. The 
com petition of the Northwest bas nearly com- 
pletely destroyed the value of the rich Shen- 
andoah Valley, the granary of Virginia, as 
no Eastern State can hold its own in wheat 
and corn against the virgin soil of 
the West, but Virginia, in ber to- 


bacco, has a mine of wealth, and 
this crop will soon raise her in the scale of 
agricultural States toa position excelled by 
few. Itseems a bold assertion, but I am 
thoroughly convinced that the war, and the 
subsequent stagnation of industry, was the 


stowed upon Virginia. 
THE TOBACCO CROP. 
In anti-bellum days the tobacco crop was by 
far the most valuable in the State, and 


the entire eastern half of Vir- 
ginia was given up to raising 
this plant. Many crops take a great deal out 


of the soil, but none in the world is so ex- 
hausting as the tobacco. It is a fact well- 
known in Virginia, but not recognized in otber 
parts of the country, that the tobacco 
planters, all of whom lived extravagantly, 
were on an average in debt to the extent of 
three years’ crops for years before the war. 
This prevented anything like skill- 
ful husbandry, as to keep up 
the payment of interest on their mortgages 
the Virginia planters were oblige to plant all 
their land in tobacco year after year, the use 
of expensive fertilizers, which alone would 
repair the consequent waste, was wos 
owing to their lack of capital, and the con-

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sequence was that the crops fell off, both in 
quantity and quality, and by 1860 five-sixths 
of the soil of Virginia, gast ofthe mountains, 
was so impoverished that it would not raise 
even a good crop of weeds. The oldest 
and most thickly settled European community 
furnished no example of land so thoroughly 
cropped out as that of Virginia. The tobacco 
export had fallen off at least 75 per cent to the 
acre, while in price per pound it had dimin- 
ished almost as much. 

»The rest, which much of the land has en- 
joyed since the war, Mr. Woodbridge con- 
tinued, ‘‘has donea great deal for the land, 
and it is to-day better able to produce 
a fine tobacco crop than it has been at any 
time within the last thirty years. But a pecu- 
liarity about tobacco. which,so far as I know, 
itshares with no other crop, is that when 
ground is exhausted by it, complete recovery 
without artificial aid is impossible. Exhaust- 
ed land becomes better by rest, but never re- 
gains its former excellence unless artificial 
tertilizers are applied. This has been done to 


lack of capital has — a thorough reju- 
venation of the land. The consequence is 
that while the output is to-day larger than 
ever before, the quality is not at all what it 
should be, and the Virginia tobacco occupies 
a position of inferiority to even the second- 
rate Cuban, which should not be the case. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 

In the fall of 1885 an experiment was made 
which will in all probability revolutionize 
the tobacco market of this country, and have 
an immense influence on that of the entire 
world. A gentleman connected with the Lo- 
rillards came to Virgiäta in the early fall of 
1885, and bought two tracts of land of about 
100 acres each, one near Hampton and one not 
far from the North Carolina line on the coast. 
Both these farms had been thoroughly cropped 
out, and were practically worthless. The 
basis of the soil in the southern 
farm was a sandy loam, while that 
near Hampton partook of the character of a 
thinclay. We used to laugh at the Yankee 
who was so ignorant as to suppose that he 
could do anything with such land, but those 
of us who know the resuit of his work are in- 
clined to regard him as the greatest benefactor 
Virginia bas ever known, e put a top dress- 
ing of light soll on the clay, and of heavier 
earth on the sand, and then completely 
covered both with a thick coat of guano, 
which he had imported in a couple of schoon- 
ers. The first year’s crop was nothing, but 
that of last year was most. satisfactory in 
quantity. This, however, did not seem to be 
what he was after. He took nearly the 
wholecrop north, and asbort time ago re- 
turned to Virginia with a quantity of cigars, 
which experts pronounced superior to 
any except the best Cuban brands, and 
with a long-cut tobacco which closely re- 
sembled the best Turkish. Such cigars had 
not been made from Virginia tobacco for sixty 

ears, While such long-cut tobacco had never 

ecn seen. The gentieman then said that he 
had been engaged in an experiment for the 
Lorillards, that the result had been most sat- 
isfactory and that he had closed contracts 
securing twenty-year leases on alarge number 
of plantations, which could be treated in the 
same manner as those formerly under his 
charge. 

A GREAT CORPORATION. 

‘*‘A company with a capita! of $1,750,000 had 
been formed in New Tork which had secured 
the control of an immense guano disposit on 
one of the Falkland Islands, and would use it 
to fertilize the Virginia tobacco fields. It was 
believed that some fifteen sections of the 
sandy coast would produce most delicate 
Turkish tobacco, while there was no question 
that with 8 treatment a cigar better than 
the Key West and aimost as good as the 
Cuban could be manufactured in Virginia. 
Plants grown on guano fertilized ground 
seem to lose the rankness characteristic of 
American tobacco, without any diminution in 
strength, and it is the firm belief of those in-] 
terested in the matter that a cigar can be pro- 
duced unlike any in the world, and which will 

rove a great favorite. If thiscan bedone 

‘irginia’s wealth will be increased 1,000 fold, 
as hundreds of square miles, now nearly use- 
less, Will become immensely valuable. The 
New York company that has undertaken the 
enterprise is backed by ample capital, and 
will try the experiment for all that it is worth. 
It is the most important enterprise under- 
taken since the building of the Pacific Rall- 
road, and if successful will increase the wealth 
of the country by tens, and even bundreds of 
millions of dollars.

As long 
as the Treasurer’s receipt is found that is suff 
cient to show that there was nothing 
wrong, and the fact that a 
license was not issued on the 
same day as the receipt was given is a matter 
ofno moment, as persons frequently after 
aying the Treasurer find the clerk is not in 
his oftice and do not return, using the receipt 
in lieu of the license to protectthemin case 
they are questioned by the License Inspectors. 
The only thing which it is necessary for the 
committee to ascertain is whether there 
were — 4 issued for which there is no 
Treasure receipt, and whether warrants 
were drawn for which there were no vouchers. 
This ought to be known after a day’s examina- 
tien. The great trouble experienced by a 
Council Investigating Committee in this city 
is caused by a failure of the Ways 
and Means Committee to examine thoroughly 
and compare the Treasurer’s and clerk’s 
reports each month. When a report is sub 
mitted by one of these officials itis read at a 
Council meeting and is adopted, its correct- 
ness being taken for granted. Then when a 
charge is made that something is wrong and 
an investigation is ordered, the examining 
committee bas to look over and compare the 
reports for the whole year, and, as the mem- 
bers of the committee have not usually too 
much knowledge, of boox-keeping, the result 
is generally that ne satisfactory conclusion 
in regard to the standing of the clerk’s or 
Treasurer’s affairs is ever arrived at.
